PROPOSALS to refurbish Ormskirk bus 
station, which include the demolition of 
the existing building, have been 
recommended to be approved by officers 
at West Lancashire Borough Council. 

The plans, which have been submitted by 
Lancashire County Council, will go in front of 
the borough council’s planning committee 
this Thursday, November 25. 

The proposed redevelopment forms part of 
the wider Eastern Gateway project, which has 
been designed to improve public realm and 
enhance facilities for sustainable travel in the 
areas of Moor Street and St Helens Road to 
the east side of Ormskirk town centre.

Stroke centre 
of excellence 
proposed for 
Aintree Hospital 


A 12-WEEK public consultation is underway on 
proposals to establish a £4m Comprehensive 
Stroke Centre at Aintree University Hospital. 

The proposal aims to improve hyper-acute stroke 
services, which is the hospital care provided in the 
72-hour period immediately after someone has a 
stroke. 

Currently, there are hyper-acute stroke services 
at the Royal Liverpool University Hospital, Aintree 
University Hospital, and Southport Hospital. Loc- 
ally, the proposals will mean patients who would 
have been treated at Southport will be taken to the 
new facility at Aintree. 

With local expertise and 
resources spread across 
three sites, health bosses 
say it can be difficult to 
ensure patients get ‘equit- 
able' access to the 
specialist staff, tests, 
equipment and procedures : 
they need - especially in Я

Local clinicians have developed the proposal for 
a single, Comprehensive Stroke Centre at Aintree 
University Hospital. This would bring together 
local hyper-acute services on the same site as The 
Walton Centre, which provides a specialist stroke 
treatment called thrombectomy. 

After the initial treatment, up to half of patients 
would leave hospital to continue their recovery in 
their own homes with an early supported dis- 
charge team. Those not ready for discharge, would 
transfer to one of three acute stroke rehabilitation 
units at either Aintree, Broadgreen, or Southport 
hospitals to continue their recovery. 

Dr Paddy McDonald, Stroke Consultant, South- 
port & Ormskirk Hospital NHS Trust said: “These 
proposals have been developed by the people who 
care for stroke patients every day, and really 
understand what a long-term difference quick dia- 
gnosis and treatment can make to people who 
have experienced a stroke. Continued on page 5

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Mobile CCTV to 
combat fly-tipping 
at key ‘hotspots’ 


Council say clean-ups are putting Е 


pressures? on its budget

MOBILE CCTV cameras will be rolled out at 
the borough's fly-tipping hotspots to deal 
with ‘large-scale’ incidents. 

West Lancashire Borough Council say clearing 
up the mess is putting additional pressures on 
its budget. 

The CCTV system is seen as a way to effect- 
ively cut costs by reducing fly-tipping incidents, 
as well as allowing enforcement action to be 
taken where appropriate. 

Councillor Gareth Dowling, cabinet member 
for communities and community safety, said: 
“The council is committed to making West Lan- 
cashire a safer and cleaner place and that’s why 
we have invested in mobile CCTV cameras to 
catch people who fly-tip and in staff to take 
people to court who think they can get away 
with illegally dumping rubbish across our bor- 
ough.” 

The cameras will be deployed at fly-tipping 
hot spots across the borough and is, say council 
chiefs, a “significant investment” in keeping the 
borough clean while offering value for money 
for residents. 

Councillor Kevin Wilkie, cabinet member for 
environmental services added: “Our investment 
has also included a range of measures including 
new mechanical sweepers, additional appren-

tices and funding for more litter bins. We live 
in a very beautiful borough and the council 
are determined to keep it that way.” 

The mobile CCTV cameras will be deployed 
very soon in problem areas. To report an 
incident of fly tipping to the council, use the 
self-service online portal on their website. 

The Champion reported earlier this year 
how Lancashire farmers and landowners 
spoke out about how they are fed up with 
dealing with the aftermath of fly-tipping in 
the countryside. 

They said a concerted campaign is needed 
to educate householders not to use illegal 
waste carriers to dump their rubbish and for 
more prosecutions to act as a_ stronger 
deterrent. 

The Country Land and Business Association 
Limited (CLA) which represents landowners, 
farmers and rural businesses, warned that 
‘fly-tipping is not a victimless crime’.

Shop worker's terror

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Council to work 
with charities 
to tackle rising 
food insecurity 
in households

WEST Lancashire Council says it is 
committed to tackling food insecur- 
ity in the borough head-on, 
following the findings of a specially 
commissioned report to identify 
what actions could help reduce the 
issue while addressing the root 
causes. 

Using national evidence, the 
study estimated that approximately 
4,600 households in West Lan- 
cashire experienced food insecurity 
prior to the Covid-19 pandemic, 
with around 1,300 of those experi- 
encing severe food insecurity. 

The report also indicated that dur- 
ing the pandemic, these figures 
could have risen by up to 90%. 

The council has agreed to adopt a 
range of measures to combat food 
insecurity in including the estab- 
lishment ofa cross-sector food 
insecurity forum to strengthen ties 
and support cross-sector co-ordina- 
tion, with the forum committing to 
a sustainable and “dignified 
approach” to the issue. 

The proposed cross-sector forum 
would also consider the other 
opportunities identified within the 
research report to strengthen the 
approach to tackling what it a seri- 
ous problem for many residents in 
West Lancashire. 

Where applicable, the council has 
also vowed to work with partners to 
highlight the issues which cause 
food insecurity and their impact at 
both a regional and national level. 

In a further move, it was also 
decided that the portfolio holder 
for communities and community 
safety Cllr Gareth Dowling should 
be appointed as Food Security 
Champion for West Lancashire. 

Councillor Dowling said: “I’m 
pleased to have been appointed as 
Food Champion for the council to 
show that this isn’t simply words on 
a page and a short term aim, we are 
embedding the principle of tackling 
food insecurity within council 
structures for the long term 
through the adoption of the report's 
recommendations as well as a des-

ignated lead officer at senior 
management level. 

“The report has been completed 
working closely with our food bank 
partners and local charities who 
have an intimate knowledge and 
experience in supporting our resid- 
ents for which we all must say a 
massive thank you to them for 
keeping our residents and families 
fed, particularly in light of the addi- 
tional challenges as a result of the 
pandemic and other issues around 
holiday free school meals, the uni- 
versal credit uplift and rising cost of 
living. 

“The next step now is to ensure 
the recommendations produce tan- 
gible outcomes in supporting our 
most vulnerable residents which 
our partners and I will be ensuring 
happens. 

“We will now be speaking directly 
with Trussell Trust food banks, 
Evermoor Hub, Birchwood Centre 
and other community and charity 
groups with whom we have already 
done much work, to formalise a 
more strategic approach to tackling 
the root causes in addition to the 
invaluable support they provide 
through short term food packages 
and access to low cost groceries and 
prepared meals.”

As part of the plans the existing building to 
the west would be demolished and a new 
single storey public toilet, office, storage 
building would be built to the east of the site. 
Upgraded street lighting and bus shelters 
with internal seating and illumination would 
be installed, and paving would be updated. 

A segregated cycle track would be installed 
to the west of the site which would link Moor 
Street to an existing cycle path towards Orm- 
skirk Railway Station. 

Lancashire County Council has said the 
existing bus station site is a “key arrival" and 
departure point for public transport passen- 
gers travelling to Ormskirk for leisure, retail, 
employment and educational purposes. 

However they add: “The bus station has a 
somewhat dated and unwelcoming appear- 
ance incompatible with its role as a public 
transport hub within a prominent conserva- 
tion area setting." 

The application was due to be decided 
under the council's delegation scheme, but 
Councillor Ian Davis asked for it to be 
referred to the Planning Committee because 
of the application's size and “significance to 
the community." 

In planning documents for the meeting, the 
corporate director of place and community at 
the borough council, Heidi McDougall wrote 
in favour of the application: *I consider that 
the principle of the proposed development is 
acceptable in this town centre location, as it 
would provide enhanced facilities for sustain- 
able transport and would be an acceptable 
form of development within the Ormskirk 
Town Centre Conservation Area. 

“Тат satisfied that the proposed develop- 
ment would not have a detrimental impact 
on residential amenity, highway safety or 
biodiversity and would provide an adequate 
drainage system and appropriate landscap- 
ing. I am satisfied that the proposed 
development accords with all relevant 
policies in the National Planning Policy 
Framework and Local Plan."

"Some journeys to hospital would take longer but 
in return for quicker, more joined up care once you 
arrive with a better outcome for each patient. 

"This is an approach that we know has already 
been shown to improve care for stroke patients in 
other parts of the country, and we believe that our 
local population should also have access to the very 
best quality of care." 

Health bosses added the proposal does not involve 
any reduction in the amount of NHS funding spent 
on stroke care locally, claiming it would see an 
increase in investment. This includes an additional 
one-off investment of £4m to develop the new Com- 
prehensive Stroke Centre at Aintree Hospital, and 
an extra £1.9m invested into running the service 
year on year. 

Dr Claire Cullen, stroke consultant, Liverpool Uni- 
versity Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust explained: 
^We want to give people the best chance of access- 
ing specialist treatments for stroke, as soon as 
possible within that critical 72-hour window and 
that's what this proposal is all about. 

“Many of us know that acting fast is extremely 
important when it comes to stroke, but this doesn't 
just mean getting someone to the nearest hospital; 
it's important that they are seen by specialist stroke 
staff who can provide a diagnosis and make 
decisions about the best treatment for that indi- 
vidual. 

“А$ well as increasing the use of clot-busting and

clot-removing treatments for patients, we also 
believe that bringing local services together would 
increase the number of patients who are treated on 
a specialist stroke ward - all of which can make a 
massive difference to patient outcomes.”

WEST Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper has once 
again hit out at North West Ambulance Service 
after being told a complaint she made about 


delays to treat patients could take up to 40 days Ё 


to get a response. 

The Champion reported earlier this 
month how the MP was critical of NWAS 
after an 88 year old man was left in the 
road waiting for an ambulance for almost 
three hours after falling, injuring his 
head. 

Now, Ms Cooper claims it is “not just the 
emergency transport side of NWAS that 
are slow”, as she has been told that she will have to 
wait up to 40 working days for a response to a letter 
of complaint she wrote to the NWAS CEO on Octo- 
ber 29. 

A spokesperson for NWAS said they are simply 
following their complaints procedure. 

Ms Cooper said: “It looks like I am waiting as long 
for a response as I am for an ambulance in West 
Lancashire! 

“This letter shared details of another disgracefully 
long wait for an ambulance, this time an 87 year 
old woman who waited six hours! And now NWAS 
want to take two months to explain what went 
wrong. 

“Constituents need timely responses to their com- 
plaints, but more importantly they need timely 
ambulances in the first place!” 

A North West Ambulance Service spokesperson 
responded: “The Trust did receive a complaint from 
Rosie Cooper’s office and, as per our complaints

procedure, an acknowledgement was 
sent the next day. A further update was 
issued on November 9 advising that the 


complaint was being processed within a target time 


frame of 40 working days. 

“All Trust complaints are given a risk score, taking 
into account what is needed for a full investigation, 
talking to third parties or organisations, the com- 
plainant is then advised of the expected time frame 
which can range from 20 to 60 working days.” 

Following our article last week, resident David 
Horrocks wrote to the Champion and to defend the 
ambulance service. 

He said: “Where are the ambulances when 
someone needs one? 

“T will tell you, on route to a higher priority job, 
helping someone less fortunate, on route to hos- 
pital with a patient, or stuck at A&E unable to hand 
over for hours and unable to leave to get back out 
and attend another job. 

“They are under funded and under resourced and 
these front-line heroes need support not slamming

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Student landlords 
should provide 
recycling bins: MP

LANDLORDS of student houses 
in West Lancashire should be 
made to provide recycling bins 
says MP Rosie Cooper. 

Many students at the moment 
are not being provided with a 
recycling bin by either their 
landlord or the council, leaving 
them with no option but to put 
recyclable items in their rubbish 
bins. 

West Lancashire Borough 
Council say it is the responsibil- 
ity of the property management 
company to buy recycling bins. 

But while HMOs (houses of 
multiple occupancy) are 
required to have general waste 
bins they do not all have recyc- 
ling bins. 

The MP said: “Students want to 
recycle but shouldn't have to 
purchase the bins themselves! 

"Both the council and student 
property owners should be doing 
all they can to facilitate and encourage their stu- 
dent tenants to recycle. 

“It is disappointing that WLBC are not insisting 
that landlords provide recycling bins. 

"The council is responsible for registering all the 
‘Houses of Multiple Occupancy’ in the area, plenty 
of which will be student occupied, and require 
them to comply with the council’s storage and 
waste disposal scheme. 

"Although the HMO regulations require owners

provide enough rubbish 
bins, it appears there is no 
requirement for recycling! 
"There are currently 237 
HMOs in West Lancashire 
and I have asked the coun- 
cil how many of them 
currently have a recycle bin, 
and whether they would 
consider imposing a 
requirement for HMOs to all 
purchase recycling bins." 
Councillor Ilan Moran, 
Leader of West Lancashire 
Borough Council, said: “We 
welcome Rosie Cooper's 
campaign to provide recyc- 
ling bins to all households 
and this is something the 
council offers to properties 
that are deemed ‘Houses of 
Multiple Occupation.’ 
However, the final 
decision about which bins 
to provide is made by the 
landlord based on a number 
of factors, such a bin storage 
areas, cost or access to indi-

vidual flats. 

"The council will happily work alongside any 
landlord to provide recycling facilities where this 
is practically possible and we strongly encourage 
all landlords to find solutions that allow their ten- 
ants to recycle as much as possible. 

"There is currently no legislation that would 
allow us to force landlords to provide recycling 
bins and we would welcome Rosie Cooper MP 
raising this in Westminster."

HAD AN ACCIDENT? 2 
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M58 crash victim's mum 
welcomes tighter mobile 


phone laws for drivers

THE mother of a teenager who died after 
he was involved in a collision on the M58, 
near Skelmersdale, caused by a driver on 
his mobile phone who crashed into the 
minibus in which he was travelling, has 
welcomed the announcement the govern- 
ment is to tighten laws on the use of 
phones while driving. 

Laws will be changed next year to ban 
drivers from using their phones to take pho- 
tos or videos, scroll through playlists or play 
games. 

Joe Cairns, 14, from Radcliffe in Greater 
Manchester, and 50-year-old Anne Kerr died 
when an HGV crashed into their school 
minibus in January 2019. 

Joe had been a pupil at Pontville School in Orm- 
skirk and Anne was a school support worker from 
Southport. 

The driver of the HGV was jailed for eight years 
and 10 months after being convicted for dangerous 
driving. The driver had been checking Facebook on 
his phone before he crashed into the minibus. 

Joe's mother Steph welcomed the latest govern- 
ment announcement. 

She said on BBC Breakfast: “It has to be out 
there... how dangerous it is to use your phone while 
you are driving. 

“It was a 45-minute journey and for 45 minutes 
that man (the driver) was on his phone on various 
applications - text messages, phone calls but also on 
social media... and was playing a game. 

“Не had a life, a whole beautiful life to lead and he 
hasn't got it anymore," said Steph. 

"Through somebody's choice that day, they took 
his life away." 

It is already illegal to text or make a phone call

(other than in an emergency) using a hand-held 
device while driving. 

This will mean anyone caught using their hand- 
held device while driving will face a £200 fixed pen- 
alty notice and six points on their licence. 

Drivers will still be able to continue using a device 
‘hands-free’ while driving, such as a sat-nav, if it’s 
secured in a cradle. They must, however, always 
take responsibility for their driving and can be 
charged with an offence if the police find them not 
to be in proper control of their vehicle. 

The government will revise The Highway Code to 
explain the new measures. It will also be more pre- 
cise about the fact that being stationary in traffic 
counts as driving, making it clear that hand-held 
mobile phone use at traffic lights or in motorway 
jams is illegal except in very limited circumstances. 

There will be an exemption to the new law for 
drivers making a contactless payment using their 
mobile phone while stationary to ensure the law 
keeps pace with technology.

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NHS should think 
about environment 
when wasting paper 


I recently received a letter from a local NHS 
service advising me of the appointment from 
which I had just returned. 

While the lateness initially seemed both 
annoying and wasteful, on reflection I real- 
ise that the pressure on NHS services is 
currently so great it must be difficult to keep 
up with the administration behind the front 
line services. 

What I do find difficult to understand 
however, is that the communication com- 
prised three sheets of paper the third of 
which had just two words printed on it 
(‘Thank you’). 

Double sided printing and a bit of thought 
and care would save two sheets of paper. 

An email would save three sheets plus 
postage. 

This might seem trivial but as we are on 
the brink of environmental catastrophe 
surely communication processes need to be 
reviewed - for the sake of the planet, effi- 
ciency and cost saving. 

This is not the first time that I have 
noticed this phenomenon but, on this occa- 
sion, the ‘thank you’, while polite, was the 
last straw.

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Police win national 
award for efforts to 
reduce rural crime

A POLICE taskforce, which tackles rural crime 
in West Lancashire, has won a prestigious 
national award for its efforts in dealing with 
the problem. 

Lancashire  Polices South Rural Crime 
Taskforce are the first winners of an award from 
the Construction Equipment Association, for 
being the most proactive rural crime team in the 
UK.

Police said: “I’m incredibly proud of the team 
and their achievements to date in such a short 
time. 

“These figures are testament to the commit- 
ment, dedication and hard work they all put in
